Athens — Delayed — As again 
a curious touring journalist to­ 
day, I’m beginning to feel his­ 
tory — very ancient history, 
that is, closing in on me. 


Greece — raped, invaded and 
sacked off and on for 5,000 years 
— is the cradle of democracy. 
This part of the world seems to 
have c r a d l e d everything of 
value we have today — civiliza­ 
tion, literature, art, medicine, 
s c i e n c e and government, to 
nam e a few of the cradle prod­ 
ucts. 


But the Acropolis, towering 
500 feet above the city, an anti- 
quitous 
monument 
of beauty 
and 
grandeur, 
m ay 
possibly 


have cradled the Greece as we 
know it now. 


It was fashioned well before 
Neolithic t i m e s (about 2800 
B.C.) and since then has served 
variously as a temple of wor­ 
ship, the hume of the kings, and 
im pregnable fortifications, and 
a house of the ancient gods. This 
complex of m arble on the rocky 
heights has been captured and 
recaptured and destroyed and 
rebuilt over the storm y years of 
early history nearly as often as 
Greece itself. The ancients just 
never seemed satisfied w i t h 
what they had. They always had 
to be conquering something or 
somebody. 


Anyhow, at the moment the 
Acropolis appears to be in safe 


hands. The tourists are guaran­ 
teeing this and contributing to 
its preservation. 


The tourists — even Greek 
tourists — scram ble daily from 
dawn to twilight over the diffi­ 
cult 
and 
rocky 
ram parts. 
I 
helped .scramble this morning. 
First exposure to the Acropolis 
is a bit breath-taking to the 
novice visitor. After four hours 
of walking, 
climbing, slipping 
and bumping into other walkers,

to the Athens-Hilton for a col­
